Price Administration was able to 
announce today that one-third of 
the country’s increasing meat 
supply will be ration-free begin- 
ning Sunday.

OTHER VARIETIES 

Points are being eliminated, too 
on all canned meats, sausage 
Frankfurters, luncheon varieties 
and all other products made from 
lower grades of meat, 

This will leave on the ration 
list at current point values all 
pork cuts, bacon and other cured 
meats, the choice cuts of beef, 
veal and lamb of top grades 
such as steaks, roasts and chops 
—and butter, margarine and other 
fats and oils. 

The agriculture department esti 
mated that the average annual 
civilian rate in October will be 
from 147 to 150 pounds per capita 
A few months ago the yearly rate 
was about 115 pounds, However 
to meet full demand the rate would 
have to be close to 165 pounds, it 
was stated

The release works in two ways. 
In the first place, if a man can 
show proof that he is qualified 
for release as outlined above, h 
may add 25 points to his score. 
With release now set at 130 points 
any man with more than 105 ser- 
vice points may apply for dis- 
charge to go to a construction 
Job. If he hasn't got the neces- 
sary number of points he may re 
ceive special leave from the 
forces to go to the job—but if he 
leaves the job he must report 
back to the service.
